of Orlando's growth to our own. It 
uIho gives its ipiick and freipient con- 
licet ion with the best center of trade 
in this part of the State, and thus 
makes Winter I'ark more desirable for 
residence, in the eyes of those who 
would naturally choose it. In many 
ways, not yet,ap pa rent n w illtmdoubi • 
edly add much to our resources and 
business, and il should lie regarded by 
all as a great help to our progress. 
Should t lie contemplated extension to 
l.ake .lesup be realized, a-tiot her source 
of revenue and attraction would lie 
added, and finally wejiope t o see event - 
ually a continuation to the coast. 
Orlando and W inter I'ark, and sue 
rounding cuualry. necd a direct line-t o 
summer resorts on the Atlantic 
beaches, and it must conic sooner or 
later. As population increases, and
